people’s front windows in Muswell Hill Road. 
The water caused the road and pavement to col¬ 
lapse, leaving the street in chaos. 

Thames Water yesterday apologised to the vic¬ 
tims and said it was working to repair the dam¬ 
aged pipe but, until then, people’s water supply 
might be affected. 

A Thames Water spokesman said: “We’re 
1 really sorry for the flooding and will do all we 
can to support anyone whose property has 
been affected. We’re sorry for the disruption 
caused by our burst pipe. 

“Our priority was to support the people liv¬ 
ing in the eight homes affected by the flooding 
and we’ll be speaking to them all again to 
support them through the claims process. It 
was our pipe and is our responsibility to put 
everything right. 

“The majority of our customers had their 
water back on last night and the remaining few 
are back to normal this morning. 


“There may be a short interruption to supplies 
when we finish fixing the broken pipe and 
reconnect it to the rest of our network, but we’ll 
aim to do this at a time when it will be least dis¬ 
ruptive - ideally overnight.” 

Residents phoned the fire brigade just after 
2.30pm as water burst through windows and cas¬ 
caded into basements. 

Three fire crews pumped water away from 
properties into storm drains and used sandbags 
to help prevent water reaching even more homes. 

A spokesman for the fire brigade said they had 
been called at 2.39pm and that they had finished 
dealing with the incident 7.07pm, adding: “The 
brigade has a range of equipment which can be 
used to help rescue people trapped by flood 
water, pump water away and protect properties.” 

s Hill Road remained closed to 
traffic and drivers were still being advised to 
avoid the area between Archway Road and 
Woodland Gardens.

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Hospital land is sold off to 
make way for new school

A BRAND-NEW all-through free school will open in 
three years’ time on land sold off by a hospital. 

One Degree Academy, for four to 18-year olds, will 
move into a purpose-built site at North Middlesex 
University Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton, 
when building work is completed. 

The free school boasts that every pupil will leave 
with an offer from a top university and is one of 35 
approved by the government two years ago. 

A scaled-down version for reception children, aged 
four, opened at a temporary home in Ponders End on 
October 1 - but until now the academy’s permanent 
location, where it can operate at full capacity, had 
remained a mystery. 

Principal Aidan Sadgrove told the Advertiser. 
“There is a real need for schools everywhere in Lon¬ 
don, but particularly in Edmonton. 

“We are a bit different, we aim very high, but 
we’re not selective, we’re open to everyone. Our 
goal is that, regardless of background, every child 
leaves One Degree with an offer letter to a Russell 
Group university. 

“Of course, not everyone wants to go to university, 
but whatever they decide they will be making that 
decision from a position of power. 

“We have just opened our new school in Ponders 
End, temporarily sharing with Heron Hall Academy 
in part of the old Middlesex University building 
before we move to our permanent home.” 

The Department for Education has “officially taken 
possession of the land”, just off the North Circular 
Road, one of the most polluted roads in London. 


A spokesman for North Middlesex Hospital con¬ 
firmed that the land had been sold to the academy and 
stressed that no services would be adversely affected 
by the deal. 

“The money raised will be ploughed back into hos¬ 
pital services and in particular will be used to invest in 
our academic and training centre,” said the spokesman. 

“We plan to create a new and modern facility that 
will support the study, learning and professional 
development of our doctors, nurses and other clini¬ 
cians, making the hospital a better place to work and 
improving services for patients.” 


Subject to planning regulations, building work will 
begin soon. 

An increase in the number of all-through schools is 
being driven almost exclusively by the last govern¬ 
ment’s free schools programme - reforms designed to 
allow parents’ groups, teachers and charities to set up 
their own state-funded school independent of local 
authority control. 

Mr Sadgrove and other supporters of the system 
believe it helps younger children with positive role 
models and avoids a difficult transition from primary 
to secondary school.

TRENT Park was transformed for the finale of the Bear Grylls Survival Race at the weekend as thousands of enthusiasts flocked 
to test their mettle. Ropes, monkey bars, walls, fences and weighted sacks were dotted throughout the park as part of the Sur¬ 
vival Races and Outdoor Festival inspired by the adventures of TV star Bear Grylls - and intrepid reporter Clare Casey and her 
three young adventurers were in there with the best of them... 


I JOINED my three pint-sized 
adrenaline seekers on the 1.5km 
course that took a loop through 
the trees, vaulting logs, scaling 
walls, ropes and ending with a 
water slide, splashing their way 
over the finish line. 

They loved it, the middle one 
immediately wanting to join the 
next wave of races and “go again”. 

As well as the races - for which 
they were all rewarded with medals, 
T-shirts, headbands and healthy 
snacks - they tried whittling a bow 
and arrow. 

There were also people whistling 
through the air from the 180ft 
bungee jumping platform, a Royal 
Marine climbing wall and loads of 
stalls with everything from face 
painting to trailer tents. 

Leaving them laughing at 
people stumbling through an 
“Arctic pit of ice”, I set off on the 
5km Survival Race. 

The first half was beautiful. The 
sun was shining down as we raced 
through the fields in Trent Park, 
scaling the occasional “wall” and 


climbing ropes - something I’ve 
not done since junior school. 

Next was carrying rucksacks with 
20 kilos up a hill. 

It was getting harder. 

As well as the intrepid runners - 
many of them streaked with “war 
paint” there were Bear Grylls’ 
“survival academy instructors” at 
every obstacle. 

Taut, ripped and angry, they 
yelled at us. 

They told us that it was the 
“mountain zone’ that would sepa¬ 
rate the weak from the strong - a 
15-metre-high and 32-metre-long 
“mountain” cobbled together with 
scaffolding and ropes - and they 
were right. 

We set off in groups of five, 
with the rope wobbling furiously 
as we all tried our hardest to pull 
ourselves over. 

Then with my hands stinging and 
legs like jelly, I was given a tiny 
piece of cotton wool. 

“Fluff it out, it lights better!”

Next up I had to eat a 
mealworm - “You’re joking?” I

COMEDIENNE, actress and 
author Helen Lederer has a 
personal reason for backing 
plans for Trent Park’s historic 
mansion to include a museum 
dedicated to its top secret 
wartime role. 

A grandfather of the star - 
whose credits include the role 
of Catriona in BBC TV comedy 
Absolutely Fabulous - worked 
as a “secret listener”, covertly 
recording conversations of 
high-ranking German officers 
being held in the mansion, off 
Snakes Lane, Cockfosters. 

Developers Berkeley Homes 
have submitted a planning 
application, which includes 
creating a permanent museum 
and building luxury flats, to 
Enfield Council. 

Ms Lederer’s grandfather 
Arnost (later known as Ernst) 
Lederer came to Britain on 
one of the last trains from 
Czechoslovakia as a refugee 
from the Nazis. 

Another branch of the family 
was not so fortunate and 
perished in the Auschwitz 
concentration camp. 

Ernst was recruited in 1944 to 
join the team of secret listeners 
- many of them, like himself, 
Jewish refugees. 

Ms Lederer, who only learned 
about her grandfather’s secret 
wartime job four years ago 
when filming for Channel 5 
programme War Hero in My

Thug punched partially sighted 
pensioner in face during robbery 


A MAN has admitted a “callous attack” on a 
partially sighted pensioner whom he punched 
in the face during a robbery in Edmonton. 

Darren Neville left the 71-year-old lying on 
the ground with a serious head injury after 
the attack in Fore Street. 

The incident happened minutes after his 
victim had withdrawn money from a cash 
machine during a shopping trip on July 2. 

The pensioner was turning into an alley from 
Fore Street heading towards Folkestone Road 
at about 10.20 in the morning when Neville 
approached him, hitting him in the face. 

He fell to the ground and 43-year-old Neville 
made off with £400 in cash and other items. 

Detective Constable Stuart Miller, from 
Edmonton CID, said: “This was a particularly 
callous attack given the age of the victim and 
his severely limited eyesight.” 

The man was taken to hospital and stayed 
there for three weeks after the incident. 

Neville, who is from the Edmonton area, but 
has no fixed address, pleaded guilty to robbery 
at Wood Green Crown Court last Thursday. 

Speaking after the hearing, DC Miller said:

“I am pleased that the overwhelming evidence 
against Neville left him with no option other 
than to plead guilty.” 

Neville was remanded in custody until he is 
sentenced on November 4.

Secondly, there is no such thing as a 
“free” council service. Tower Hamlets 
will necessarily be costing its collec¬ 
tion service into its general street 
cleansing budget, meaning that all tax¬ 
payers, irrespective as to whether or 
not they use the service, are picking up 
the tab through their council tax bills.

Funeral service tribute to 
long-serving 
headteacher

THE life of a retired headteacher 
who taught thousands of school- 
children during a 40-year career is 
being remembered at a funeral ser¬ 
vice today (Wednesday) 

Clare Clarke, 65, who had 
been diagnosed with cancer a 
year ago, helped educate genera¬ 
tions of pupils at schools in 
Enfield and Haringey, in some 
cases teaching two generations of 
the same family 

As head of Tottenhall Primary 
School, in Tottenhall Road, 
Palmers Green, for 20 years, she 
helped turn round what had been a 
failing school. 

At the time she was appointed 
head, the school had been placed 
in special measures. When she 
retired three years ago, its Ofsted 
rating ranked it “outstanding”. 

Clare’s daughter, Edwina Clarke, 
31, said: “Teaching was her life. 
She was always doing something 
with the school and worked 
incredibly hard.” 

Clare, who lived in Ridge Crest, 
Enfield, with her husband of 40 
years, John, received an OBE in 
2013 for her services to education. 

“She was completely over¬ 
whelmed and incredibly proud to 


receive the OBE,” said Edwina. “It 
was the perfect end to her 40 years 
of teaching,” 

The honour not only recognised 
her contribution to Tottenhall, but 
also to Eldon Primary School, 
in Eldon Road, Edmonton, where 
she served simultaneously as 
head, as well as to three other 
schools at which she held senior 
teaching roles. 

Both her daughters - Edwina 
and Emma-Louise, 35 - were 
pupils at Eversley Primary School, 
in Chaseville Park Road, 
Oakwood, when their mother 
became deputy head earlier in 
her career. 

She also taught at Stamford Hill 
Primary School, in Tottenham, and 
at Belmont Primary School, in 
Wood Green. 

“My mum was very modest, she 
never complained,” added Edwina. 
“She just got on with it and if it 
wasn’t a challenge or something to 
get stuck into, then she wouldn’t 
have wanted to do it.” 

Clare’s life will be celebrated by 
family and friends at the funeral 
service at 12.30am at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel and St George 
Church, in London Road, Enfield. 

Her family have requested that 
instead of floral tributes, donations 
should be made to the Sarcoma 
UK charity.

£33million boost for 
new homes scheme

A HOUSE building programme aimed 
at regenerating Edmonton is getting a 
£33million boost. 

Enfield Council won a bid for the 
£33.45m of Greater London Authority 
cash to kickstart a plan for new homes in 
the area known as Edmonton Futures. 

It comes on the back of the £3.5billion 
Meridian Water development for 10,000 
homes and an estimated 10,000 jobs. 

The GLA has given the Edmonton 
Futures area housing zone status, which 
means it is eligible for a share of £600m 
available to housing projects announced 
across London. 

The council is hoping the project will 
“expand the benefits of Meridian 
Water” and could result in 3,200 new 
homes being built there. 

It wants the development to take 
wards in Edmonton out of the ten per 
cent most deprived in the UK. 

The council’s cabinet gave the green 


light to accepting the money for the 
Edmonton Futures area, which borders 
Meridian Water, along with housing 
zones in Tottenham and Walthamstow. 

It has started talks over the contract for 
the £30.25m loan, plus a £3.2m grant. 

Ahmet Oykener, cabinet member for 
housing and housing regeneration, said: 
“Gaining housing zone designation for 
Edmonton Futures is great news because 
it will help to sweep away red tape and 
help us get the high-quality and afford¬ 


able homes our residents desperately 
need built far more quickly than we nor¬ 
mally would be able to.” 

Mr Oykener said that the money 
would help extend further the predicted 
benefits of Meridian. 

“We are essentially creating a corridor 
of opportunity in the east of the borough 
which will help create high-class homes, 
infrastructure, jobs and opportunities for 
local people and help to lift the wards 
they live in out of deprivation,” he added.

A camaraderie forged 
in wartime adversity

YOU don’t need to be a military strategist 
to understand why the bombing raids 
of Hitler’s Luftwaffe during World War II 
targeted Sheffield. 

The blast furnaces and forges of the 
city’s steel industry, which had previously 
churned out cutlery and church bells, were 
instead employed to produce armaments 
and Spitfire and tank parts for Britain’s 
war effort. 

Steelworkers who could operate a 
smelter or a drop hammer were exempt 
(reluctantly or not) from being called up to 
serve in the forces. 

It’s against this backdrop that the play 
Operation Crucible is set, with a matinee 
as well as an evening performance next 
Thursday (October 20) at artsdepot, in 
Nether Street, North Finchley. 

During seven hours of continuous bomb¬ 
ing on the night of December 12, 1940, 

600 people died in the Sheffield Blitz. 

Based upon historical research, Kieran 
Knowles’ outstanding debut play charts 
the experiences and memories of four 
steelworkers trapped in a cellar of the city’s

Marples Hotel, which was all but reduced 
to rubble. 

We witness their pride, courage and 
private fears and dreams in a taut and 
engaging tale of masculinity and cama¬ 
raderie which vividly evokes the terror of 


wartime bombing and the human instinct 
to survive. 

The matinee performance is designed to 
attract schools whose students are study¬ 
ing the period and is open to the public 
as well. 


A heartfelt tribute - 

Review: Starman: David Bowie - A 
Celebration, Millfield Theatre, October 9 


TRIBUTE shows are never easy, especially 
when the subject is a bona fide colossus. 

To be fair, frontman Mike King - who bore a 
passing resemblance but actually looked rather 
more like Bowie’s glam rock contemporary 
Bryan Ferry - acknowledged this much early 
on, going only so far as to describe himself as 
“possibly a little Bowie-esque”, but compar¬ 
isons were inevitable, especially given that a 
montage of pictures of the great man himself 
served as a backdrop. 

King and his five-piece band succeeded 
best when they used the strength of the mate¬ 
rial to inspire them, as opposed to struggling 


but Bowie’s a tough act to follow 

with the impossible burden of representing a 
musical legend. 

Life on Mars, Space Oddity and Ziggy Star¬ 
dust soared as King showcased his impressive 
vocals and showmanship to good effect. By 
contrast, Suffragette City and Ashes To Ashes 
fell a little flat as the band struggled to fill the 
space on offer - perhaps a more intimate venue 
would suit them better. 

However, given that Bowie’s death at the start 
of this year has robbed us of his genius for 
good, it’s laudable that King and co are keep¬ 
ing his songs alive and unfair to saddle these 
acts with too much expectation. And given the 
rapturous reception they received, they’re on to 
a winner.

Dante’s divine comedy of errors 



INFERNO (12A, 121 mins) 

I T’S been 10 years since Tom Hanks 
squandered his Oscar-calibre talent 
as the ingenious hero of The Da 
Vinci Code. 

The 2009 sequel, Angels & Demons, 
was hellish rather than heavenly and now 
leading man Hanks, director Ron Howard 
and screenwriter David Koepp reunite to 
translate Dan Brown’s pulpy page turner 
Inferno into a high-octane chase thriller. 

It’s a fruitless exercise, neatly encapsu¬ 
lated in one throwaway scene when 
Hanks’ plucky symbologist recites facts 
about Dante’s epic poem Divine Comedy 
and 15th-century Italian art from memory 
and his female sidekick cuts short his aca¬ 
demic waffle to suggest a simpler solution, 
“I use Google”. 

Alas, brevity is not one of the film’s 
strong points - the two-hour running 
time feels sluggish - and the script is 
muddled and lacking in full-blooded 
characterisation. 

However, Hanks and Felicity Jones forge 
a pleasant on-screen partnership and their 
co-stars merrily chew scenery as the plot 
throws up various double-crosses and red 
herrings before the truth about this conun- 
drum-laden quest is revealed in a montage 
of flashbacks. 

Inferno opens with crazed scientist 
Bertrand Zobrist (Ben Foster) taking a 
backwards dive from a bell tower in Flo¬ 
rence, thereby escaping the clutches of 
security forces led by Christoph Bruder 
(Omar Sy). 

Soon after, Harvard University professor 
Robert Langdon (Hanks) wakes in a 
hospital in the same city with a 


gunshot wound to the head and a 
fractured memory. 

Kind medic Dr Sienna Brooks (Jones) 
tends to him and when bullets fly in the 
corridors, she helps Langdon escape to 
her nearby apartment. 

“I’m feeling a tad vulnerable right now,” 
trembles Sienna. “I’m with someone who’s 
being shot at!” 

A thumbprint-encoded vial in Langdon’s 
pocket reveals the first clue of a globe-trot¬ 
ting treasure hunt involving Dante’s Inferno 
and a plague engineered by Zobrist to solve 
the overpopulation crisis in one bold stroke. 

Working against them is Harry Sims 


(Irrfan Khan), head of a shadowy consor¬ 
tium billionaire Zobrist has engaged to pro¬ 
tect his interests. 

Sims despatches a gun-toting assassin, 
Vayentha (Ana Ularu), who is dressed 
as a Carabinieri, to prevent the professor 
from unravelling the mystery - “Eliminate 
Langdon. Fail and you will be 
held accountable!” 

Meanwhile, old flame Elizabeth Sinskey 
(Sidse Babett Knudsen), head of the World 
Health Organisation, is also on the fugi¬ 
tives’ trail... 

Inferno goes through the motions as 
Langdon and Sienna uncover hidden mes¬ 


sages in artworks and artefacts in their 
attempt to avert mankind’s darkest hour. 

Hanks’ discombobulation, courtesy of 
his character’s head injury, is symptomatic 
of a messy, disjointed picture that trundles 
along a linear path, pausing for the occa¬ 
sional robust set piece. 

Jones lends her unwitting heroine some 
spunk and Khan relishes his Machiavellian 
puppetmaster’s antics, trying to clean up 
other people's messes. 

Regrettably, he leaves Howard’s film 
in disarray.

I N celebration of the 40th anniver¬ 
sary of the Golf GTI, Volkswagen 
had to find a way to make the GTI 
king of the hot hatch pack again - 
and the Clubsport S is just that. 

The most powerful Golf ever 
available, the GTI Clubsport S is a 
limited-edition special that’s taken 
the Nurburgring record for front- 
wheel drive production cars back 
to Wolfsburg. 

At first glance, it’s easy to mistake 
the GTI Clubsport S for any other 
Golf GTI. From the twin exhausts, to 
the classic red styling line through 
the headlights, there’s not much to 
mark this out as something special. 

Even looking at the inside won’t 
reveal much. The classic golf ball 
manual gear shifter tells you it’s a 
GTI and the part-Alcantara seats sug¬ 
gest performance, but otherwise it’s 
pretty much a standard Golf. 


Glance further back and you’ll spot 
that the back seats have been replaced 
with a mat, a faux strut brace and a 
cargo net, while a build number is 
printed ahead of the gearstick - the 
only hints that something is amiss. 

It’s a carefully cultivated image in 
many respects. The Clubsport S 
presents itself as something of a Q- 
Car, shielding the true extent of its 
performance unless you know where 
to look. 

The fact that the back seats are 
completely absent will be something 
of a black mark in the practicality 
stakes. The famously versatile hatch¬ 
back body style has had to give a lit¬ 
tle up in Volkswagen’s pursuit of 
ultimate performance and balance. 

For front-seat occupants there’s no 
difference from the regular Golf 
other than the body-hugging seats. 

The absence of rear seats does mean 
there’s plenty of luggage space, should 
you choose to take a trip to the local 


DIY store. The full “seats down” 
boot space of the regular Golf GTI is 
available at all times, at 1,270 litres. 

There’s a luggage net dividing the 
boot and the rear cabin area, which 
would be useful for attaching your 
shopping (or helmet) to in order to 
prevent it slopping around or fetching 
you a smack on the head while using 
the car to its full potential. 

With extra power from the tur¬ 
bocharged and supercharged 2.0-litre 
engine, reduced weight from strip¬ 
ping the rear seats and sound deaden¬ 
ing and a Nurburgring lap record in 
its pocket, the Clubsport S is all 
about the driving. 

As with all GTIs (and Golfs), it’s 
easy to find a good driving position 
to enjoy the experience. The adaptive 
suspension comes with a number of 
modes that vary from Comfort to 
Race, but it’s worth avoiding the lat¬ 
ter unless you’re on a track as it’s a 
little firm for less pleasant road sur¬ 


faces and sleeping policemen. The 
specification is relatively high, con¬ 
sidering the effort Volkswagen has 
gone to shuck excess weight. All cars 
come with the Discover navigation 
system equipped as standard, packing 
in a 6.5-inch colour touchscreen with 
navigation and reversing camera and 
sensors, but to get DAB radio you’ll 
need to upgrade to the Discover Pro 
system at £1,325. 

Climate control isn’t standard fit, 
but fortunately it’s a no-cost option 
should you choose to specify it. 
Cruise control isn’t available at all 
though as some of the sensors have 
been removed. This also means that 
some of the safety systems, including 
post-collision braking, are also not 
available. As it’s a highly limited run 
model though - 150 UK cars from a 
400 vehicle run in total - you’re 
unlikely to lose much money through 
depreciation if you’re one of the 
lucky UK buyers.

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LLORIS HAS 

HIGH HOPES

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR captain 
Hugo Lloris insists that there is a 
huge hunger in the squad to maintain 
the level of performances which 
have seen them turn into real con¬ 
tenders for the Premier League title. 

Last season saw Spurs mount a 
genuine title challenge for the first 
time in the Premier League era, 
before eventually fading away in 
the closing weeks to eventually fin¬ 
ish third. 

The side have made an equally 
encouraging start to the current 
campaign, enjoying a hugely imp¬ 
ressive 2-0 win over table-topping 
Manchester City in their last outing 
before the current international 
break to leave them as the last 
unbeaten side in the division - just 
one point adrift of the leaders. 

And Lloris is adamant that all of 
the players are determined to ensure 
that they keep up their impressive 
form in the coming weeks and 
months. 

“In football it is a lot about belief,” 
the France goalkeeper said. “We have 
some strong basics that we are build¬ 
ing up now from the beginning of 
the Mauricio Pochettino [manager] 
era. 

“I think we’re improving every 
week, every month. Our team is still 
young, but there is a big appetite 
here, we are all hungry to get great 
performances. 

“It’s true that you need to be con¬ 
sistent in the league, but when you 
get the opportunity to play one of 
the top teams like City you need to 
enjoy it and play at your best level, 
like we did. 


“It was also important to win 
before an international break, but 
we must remember that the season 
is long and we must always be 
humble.” 

However, Lloris has warned his 
team-mates that it is important they 
do not get carried away by their vic¬ 
tory against Manchester City and 
has warned them that they must not 
get complacent. 

“As long as we can keep the same 


mentality and spirit then we can 
have ambition,” he added. “We have 
a young team with a lot of talent. 
We need to make sure we are not 
changing our minds, just being the 
same. 

“That’s why we enjoy our time at 
Tottenham, because the spirit is 
excellent. Last season we were 
already one of the best defences in 
the league, so I think it’s one of our 
basics to be strong at the back. 


“It doesn’t mean we are a defen¬ 
sive team - we are the opposite of 
that. We try to have a lot of risk in 
our game, trying to play as high up 
as we can on the pitch, putting pres¬ 
sure, as we did especially in the 
first half against City. 

“But we have the ability to play 
with different options, like we did 
in the second half of that match, 
playing a bit deeper, waiting and 
counter-attacking.’ ’

only for the goal to be disallowed for offside. 

Pogue headed Sawyer’s cross against the 
bar a minute later, before the visitors were 
denied by the woodwork for a second time 
when May’s shot was deflected on to the post. 

But Borough came agonisingly close to 
grabbing a second equaliser 15 minutes from 
time when they were also thwarted by the 
frame of the goal - Ralston Gabriel’s fierce 
shot crashing against the bar. 

The hosts had one last chance to snatch an 
equaliser, but Kwabena Asamoah’s shot was 
deflected wide as Hythe held on for the win. 

Haringey Borough return to Ryman League 
Division One North action with home games 
against Witham Town on Saturday (3pm) 
and AFC Hornchurch on Monday (7.45pm).
